In accepting state Jeadership of 


the 1965 March of Dimes, McLar- 
en said, ‘In our state, as through- 
out the country, the survival rate 
of infants with serious birth de- 
fects is increasing because of 
team medical care of the kind 
provided in March of Dimes treat- 
ment centers. At the same time, 
the search for causes and pre- 
ventatives continues in scientific 
laboratories. I am confident Cali- 
fornians will support our fight 
on birth defects, as they support- 
ed our victorious attack on para- 
lytic polio.” 

McLaren said that the state’s 
residual polio cases stricken be- 
fore vaccines became available 
remain a March of Dimes re- 
sponsibility. One of the nation’s 
four polio centers is at Rancho 
Los Amigos Hospital in Downey, 
California.
